Habitat Improvement — Giving 
Fish a Better Home 


So far in this third year of CFIP, we’ve funded a 
record number of 95 projects across Ontario. 
That’s a big jump from 36 projects last year, and 
22 in our first year. 


Half of this year’s projects involve habitat im- 
provement — such as stabilizing stream banks 
to prevent erosion, and placing boulders, cob- 
blestones and gravel in streams to develop 
feeding and spawning areas. 


The other half of this year’s projects involve egg 
culture work and fish stocking. 


In the future, we'd like to see all groups — even 
those doing egg culture work and fish stocking 
— involved in habitat improvement. 


As you know, habitat improvement is essential to 
ensure the future of our fisheries. 


Fish culture and stocking are good short-term 
solutions. But, to be as effective as possible, 
they must be coupled with long-term strategies 
— habitat improvement.

Talk to us — we can help you plan 
your CFIP project 


Before you apply for CFIP funding, it’s a good 
idea to take the time to plan the project properly. 


Lately, we’ve had to turn down or delay many re- 
quests for funding because of problems with the 
applications. In some cases, the costs for mater- 
ials have been unrealistically high. In other 
cases, the design of the project is so poor that it 
is certainly doomed to failure. 


But don’t despair — we’re here to help. If you 
plan to apply for CFIP funding, sit down with 
our district people and come up with a realistic 
and workable plan. Gather some reliable cost 
estimates for materials. Plan your project 
thoroughly. This kind of planning will likely 
mean faster approval and fewer disappoint- 
ments in future.

Lake Huron Fishing Club — 
Our Club of the Season 


As far as we’re concerned, all CFIP groups are 
tops in our books. But one, we think, was 
especially outstanding this season. 


As of mid-October, the Lake Huron Fishing Club 
still needed another 20,000 chinook salmon 
eggs to meet the target of 60,000 for its incuba- 
tion box. Club members decided that any sur- 
plus eggs — over and above the 20,000 — would 
be offered to the Sault and District Anglers 
Association, to help that group start up its 
salmon project. 


When the time came to gather the eggs, they 
managed to collect only 24,000. Instead of send- 
ing amere 4,000 eggs to the group in the Sault, 
they decided to send them the whole batch. 
That way, they figured, the Sault association 
would have a good opportunity to get some 
hands-on experience this year. 


Hats off to president Keith Mombourquette and 
all members of the Lake Huron Fishing Club for 
their nice gesture. Because of their generosity, 
we’re calling them our Club of the Season. No 
prize goes along with this title — just lots of 
appreciation and thanks!

Group of the Season— 
Sydenham Sportsmen’s 
Association 


Selecting the Group of the Season was difficult. 
However, recognition to the Sydenham 
Sportsmen’s Association is long overdue. 


Improving Ontario’s sport fisheries is not new 
to members of this group. In fact, their stream 
work began in the late 1950s, well before CFIP 
was ever dreamed about. Even then, a young 
man in his forties, Os MacArthur, a longtime 
club member, realized that streams and fish 
need a helping hand. The first few years were 
spent on the upper Sydenham River and Spey 
River stabilizing streambanks and providing 
cover for the resident brown and brook trout. It 
was atime of learning for everyone. 


Then, for almost 15 years little was done—until 
the late 1960s when the group began improving 
spawning areas. This work continued through 
the 1970s. With each year of added experience 
and with more and more fish returning to the 
improved spawning areas, the club members 
knew they were on the right track. 


With the introduction of CFIP in the early 
1980s, the club had a source from which to 
obtain additional funds for its projects. Since 
then, the club’s aquatic habitat projects have 
become more numerous and larger in scope. 
And most important, fish have been returning 
to the spawning areas in even greater numbers. 


While continuing their work on improving 
habitat in the Sydenham and other streams of 
the Owen Sound area, many club members felt 
it was time to improve the lake sport fishery. 
Taking up this challenge, the club now boasts 
two efficient mini-hatcheries—one for brown 
trout and the other for chinook salmon. 


Efforts to improve the lake fishery have now 
culminated with the completion of an artificial 
spawning channel for migrating salmonids. 
This channel is 370 metres in length and, to 
say the least, is very impressive. It is intended 
for migratory species of chinook, rainbow and 
brown trout from Georgian Bay. 


To all members of the Sydenham Sportsmen’s 
Association: Thanks for many years of good, 
hard and enthusiastic work.

Redden’s Redds 


Last winter Lorne Redden of Redden’s Camp, 
Longbow Lake (Kenora) got involved with a 
walleye spawning substrate improvement 
project. Longbow Lake had provided good 
catches of walleye in the past, but catches had 


declined. Lorne decided to do something about 


it before the problem became worse, and 
consulted with Ministry staff. It was decided 
that the best approach was to improve upon 
the existing spawning areas and also try to 
build a couple of new ones. 


In February, roads were plowed on the lake to 
the predetermined sites and approximately 
300 cubic metres of rocks from 4 to 12 inches 
in diameter (10 to 30 cm) were hauled and 
placed on the ice. 


We are pleased to report that in the spring 
spawning walleye used both the improved 
sites and the newly created ones. Let’s hope 
that the trend continues and that we can look 
forward to better fishing on Longbow Lake in 
years to come.

Buddies, Big Brothers and Bass 


In June, 1985, the Chelmsford Fish and Game 
Association (near Sudbury, Ontario) organized 
a weekend camp-out for club members and 
also for participants from the Big Brothers 
Association. Their purpose was to angle for 
smallmouth bass in Bass Lake, place the fish 
in oxygenated tanks and transfer them to 
Whitewater Lake, approximately 33 kilometres 
away. 


On the first outing, 60 bass were caught and 
transferred and, on a following occasion, 60 
more fish were transported. According to 
recent reports, healthy adult smallmouth bass 
are now being seen and caught in Whitewater 
Lake. 


Through the participation of Big and Little 
Brothers, and the support of the Chelmsford 
Fish and Game Association, a stable 
smallmouth bass population in Whitewater 
Lake may soon be realized. 


Rip-Rap, Brush Bundles and 
Digger Logs 


Trout Unlimited, Huronia Chapter, tackled a 
major rehabilitation project on Bear Creek 
(near Barrie, Ontario) in August, 1985. One 
hundred and ten tons of limestone, in addition 
to numerous brush bundles and digger logs, 
were strategically placed along the creek. 
These rehabilitative efforts provided 
streambank protection and substantially 
narrowed the stream to increase water flow. 
Natural spawning stone began to appear 
almost as soon as the project was completed. 


Equally impressive was the number of chapter 
members contributing to the project’s 
success—more than 30 people (coming from 
places as far as Peterborough and Orangeville) 
each provided as much as six hours of hard 
manual labour. This is acommendable effort 
by the Trout Unlimited, Huronia Chapter.

Rainbow Rebound 


The Ontario Steelhead Salmon Fishermen 
(OSSF), in conjunction with the Dofasco 
Angling Club (DAC) have established three 
upwelling incubation boxes in the Saugeen 
River. In 1985, 210,00 eggs were collected and 
placed in these boxes. The expected hatch 
rate is 80 per cent, which suggests an 
estimated 168,000 fry should be available for 
placement in the Saugeen River this year. 
Through the cooperative efforts of OSSF and 
DAC, the future of the rainbow trout fishery in 
the Saugeen River looks bright! 


Walleye Yearlings— 
After 15 Years! 


In 1984, the Lang Lake Fish Planting 
Committee (LLFPC), Espanola, Ontario, 
operated a jar hatchery to produce walleye fry 
for stocking into Lang Lake. in 1985, one 
million pickerel eggs were placed in jars in the 
group’s new hatchery building. A hatching 
success rate of 70 per cent was achieved in 
May, 1985. Half the fry were released directly 
into the lake; the rest were left to grow to the 
fingerling stage. 


CFIP 


Some 11 pickerel, ranging from 23 to 28 
centimetres in length, were caught this summer 
in Lang and Plunge lakes. Local MNR 
biologists, through scale examination, 
confirmed these fish were from the 1984 
plantings. This is the first time in 15 to 20 years 
that catches of walleye yearlings were reported 
in Lang Lake! With additional efforts by the 
LLFPC in 1985, there is potential for a 
successful walleye fishery in Lang Lake.
